HISTORICAL NOTE 


St. Stephans Church 


To the late Pastor Edward Fuhrmann we 
are indebted for so much in preparing the his- 
tory of St. Stephan’s син His his- 
torical notations for the 25th, 35th and 50th 
Anniversaries, are necessarily the basis of much 
and most of the information submitted here- 
with, Although — we-the-older-members- 
know and remember many of the events and 
facts recorded herewith, and in some instances 
were present and participated, it is nevertheless 
necessary and expedient that the second, third 
and fourth generations, ... (The Church of 
Tomorrow) know and be acquainted there- 
with. Only then can they appreciate their 
and our heritage. 


That there are bright and light spots as well 
as black and dark spots in the history of St. 
Stephan's Church, is obvious. If we now 
wanted to be conventional and depict every- 
thing as having always been “sweetness and 
light" —i: might read well. But those "in the 
know" would both say and know otherwise, 
TÉ we use the intelligence that God has given 
us, our sacred duty is: to be cognizant and 
appreciative of our entire past heritage, to 
conserve everything in our past heritage that 
is of worth, and be hospitable to all that is 
good in the living present and to that which 
the future may bring forth. As such, both

highlights and shadows will be presented. It is 
apparent that the founders possessed qualities 
worthy of our utter emulation, and also made 
mistakes, from which we should learn. 


In the year 1874, under the direction of 
Pastor Oscar Н. Kraft, a group of people 
representing about 80 families gathered for the 
purpose of discussing and acting upon the 
feasibility of establishing ап Evangelical 
Church in their midst. Most of these people 
had received their religious training іп their 
homeland, whose customs, traditions and lan- 
guage they adhered to in both home and 
Church, as long as possible. On the evening 
of March 17, 1874 at 8 o'clock, a meeting was 
held in the carpenter shop of Mr. J. D. Rei- 
chert on Van Buren Street, at which time and 
place the constitution of the Evangelical 
Church in the United States was adopted. 
Aforesaid Mr. Reichert presided and Mr. John 
L. Schwartz recorded the minutes. 


To their credit and honor be it said: Such 
was their insight, conscientiousness and zeal 
that they chose Stephen, first martyr of the 
Christian Faith and a deacon in the very first. 
Christian Church in the world (First Church, 
Jerusalem) as that follower of Christ whose 
virtues they would emulate and keep before 
them as a goal and an inspiration. Of St. 
Stephen it is written (Acts 6 and 7) that he 
was а “Full Man” — viz. “full of faith” “full 
of wisdom” and “filled” with the "Spirit of 
God". He had the charity, even while being 
stoned to death, to pray "Lord Jesus, lay not 
this sin to their charge”. And remembering 
his and our Lord's dying words, Stephen's 
final words, as he sank beneath the hail of 
stones hurled by his enemies were, "Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit." Blessed Stephen! Blessed 
is Sc. Stephan's Congregation in proportion as 
we serve Christ as did the original St. Stephen. 
Inspired by St. Stephen of old they decided to 
call their new Church the St. Stephan's 
Church. In April 1874 the young congre- 
gation was accepted as a member of the Evan- 
gelical Synod of North America having adop- 
ted as her name “The German United Evan- 
gelical St. Stephan's Church". All services were 


To the further credit of these people the 
record reads: "At the time of the founding of 
the congregation, not one cent of capital was 
on hand, the congregation having only the 
Bible, the Word of God. That was their great, 
comforting, guiding star, their strength and 
help.” In short, they started from "Scratch", 
materially speaking. Many and numerous 
were the sacrifices made and at one time fore- 
closure on the property was threatening, 
which tragedy was forestalled at the last 
minute by а loan obtained at 7% interest, Our 
founders loved their Church. 


"The first Service was held March 22, 1874. 
The text for the sermon that day was from 
Acts 18, verses 9 to 11: “Then spake the Lord 
to Paul in the night by a vision: Be not afraid, 
but speak and hold not thy peace; for I am 
with thee and no man shall set on thee to hurt 
chee; for I have much people in the city." This 
text is as appropriate and significant on our 
75th anniversary as it was on the day of our 
Church's founding. In the light of our 
Church’s history, it is also a most humbling 
text. Substantiation of aforesaid statement is 
evident by statistics taken at random from an- 
nual congregation reports. Figures referred 
to include such as the following fora single 
year: Baptisms, 223; weddings, 106; con- 
firmed, 96; deaths, 116; debt, reduction dur- 
ing year $3,000; Sunday School pupils, 955; 
teachers, 60, The annual report of 1910 for 
instance, gives the following information 
Baptisms, 186; confirmed, 81; marriages, 72: 
deaths, 130; Sunday School enrollment, 842 
pupils and 59 teachers. Such figures are col- 
ossal. From the foregoing is evident the appro- 
priateness of the text “I (St. Stephan’s 
Church) have much people in this city”, 

But this сехс also is most humbling, We ask, 
“Where are all these people?” As regards chose 
still living, the answer is: Some of them are 
and continue the loyal and faithful folks of 
St. Stephan's of today, But hundreds and hun- 
dreds of them are today working and serving 
through other Churches, being the workers 
and leaders in the Churches of which they are 
now members. We rejoice that they continue 
active in God's Kingdom, but deplore the fact 
that many, though still residents of Newark, 
have left their Mother Church.

The 60th Anniversary Souvenir Book re- 
lates (Pages 5 and 6) “For the maintenance of 
the German language, and our German Serv- 
ices of Worship, instruction in the German 
language, reading, writing, speaking and sing- 
ing, was maintained cvery Saturday", But 
even this postponed the inevitable Americani- 
zation but temporarily. бо we read: "In re- 
cognition of the fact that immigraton from. 
Germany was curtailed, and that therefore 
German congregations could mot expect 
growth, and that in the home, many German 
people had neglected to teach the German 
language to their children, English preaching 
and instruction was introduced оп May 18, 
1930. Because of increased labors, Rev, Ed- 
ward W, Fuhrmann was called as assistant 
pastor. 


Immediately after organization of the new 
congregation in 1874 the building site known 
as "Hamburg Place”, now Wilson Avenue and 
Ferry Street was bought for the sum of $5,750, 
On April 19, 1874 Mr. С. Stahlin the archi- 
tect, presented his plans for che erection of the 
Church edifice, The cost of the building was 
estimated at $17,000. Ground was broken on 
Tuesday morning May 26, 1874 and the cor- 
ner stone was laid June 21st of that year. 
Shortly after the completion of the church 
the bell was installed, presented to the church 
by the confirmation class of that year, The 
same bell is in use today. Although the congre- 
gation now had a beautiful Church, a heavy 
debt rested upon їс. It was not until Decem- 
ber 20, 1910 that the final mortgage was 
burned. 


In 1899 the parsonage on 404 Lafayette 
Street was purchased for the sum of $4,200. 
In 1902 the property adjoining the Church on 
Wilson Avenue was acquired for $4,000. In 
1903 by reason of increased membership and 
attendance, a 21 foot addition was built to the 
Church and the choir loft added: the cost was 
$16,000 for the addition and $8,200 for equip- 
ment, a total of 524,200. Figures for con- 
struction are of interest. Mason work cost 
$3,150, Carpenter work $3,207.03, Artists 
fee (pictures on walls) 5500, Plumbing $235. 
Painting walls of Sunday School rooms and the 


outside walls, 5450. Steam Heating System 
$596. Architect's fee, 5250. When the dedi- 
cation of the new addition was over the con- 
gregation again found itself with a debt of 
$16,000, a part of which was debt of longer 
standing. It is of interest to note that, when 
in 1910 aforesaid debt was finally liquidated, 
Church organizations contributed as follow: 
Sunday School, 5750; Senior C. E., $336; 
Frauenvercin, $300; Young Men's Society, 
$180; Church Choir, $100; Junior C. E, 
$68.50; Debt-reduction treasury, $264.39; 
Members and Friends, $529.35. 


In 1909 che Church installed electric light- 
ing at a cost of $740.58. In 1913 the Church 
organ was dedicated. Original cost of organ 
was $8,000, its weight 20,000 pounds, (10 
tons) 2 manuals, 20 registers, § couplers, 6 
combinations, 1127 pipes. It is of interest to 
note that the late Andrew Carnegie contri- 
buted $1,500 toward the purchase price. 


During the depression of 1915 St. Stephan’s 
opened her doors to the public for three and 
а half months, serving some 45,000 people 
bread and soup, and also obtained "complete 
outfits of clothing” for approximately 600 
men, During World War One, 148 men from 
St. Stephan’s answered the call to the colors, 
of whom four paid the supreme sacrifice. 


St. Stephan’s Sunday School was organized 
on March 22, 1874 with 107 children and 15 
teachers. Mr. Adam Friedrich was a member 
of the original Sunday School. 


The Ladies Society (Frauenverein) was or- 
ganized in April 1874 with 42 members. The 
Senior Christian Endeavor Society was or- 
ganized in 1893 with Mr. John Rupp as its 
first president, and Mr. Adam Friedrich one 
of the original 50 members. A Junior Christian 
Endeavor Society came into being in 1898. and 
is being continued in June 1949, The Men's 
Society (Maennervercin) was organized in 
1878, and still sings at most of the German 
Services, The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation was organized in January 1910. The 
English Choir was organized in 1930 and our 
robed Children's Choir in the Fall of 1948, 
both of which organizations are flourishing. 
They gave a touching example of their com- 
bined latent musical possibilities in their dram-

atic and reverent performance at the Midnight 
Christmas Eve Service on December 24, 1948 
The Children’s Choir provides the necessary 
training for membership in the Senior Choir 
of the Church. 


St. Stephan’s Women's Guild was organized 
in 1939 and is today one of the most flourish- 
ing organizations im St. Stephan’s Church. 
Planned programs, reduction of "business dis- 
cussions” to а minimum, service and useful- 
ness, makes membership in this organization 
really worth while. The recent Mother- 
Daughter Banquet at which they had to say— 
"Sorry no more reservations available" —is an. 
example of their work. 


Among the latest organizations to come into 
being, and to play ап important part in the 
lives of many, is our “Mr. aud Mrs" organiza- 
tion. As the name implies, this is for married 
couples 


The Pastors serving St. Stephan's are as fol- 
lows: Pastor ©. Н. Kraft from 1874 to 1878 
Pastor R, Katerndahl from 1878 to 1897, Pas 
tor Edward Fuhrmann Sr., from July 1, 1897 
to April 28, 1939, a total of 42 years of serv- 
ice, In May 1930, his son, Rev. Edward W. 
Fuhrmann was engaged by the church to assist 
his father and to hold English Services. Upon 
the death of his father he was installed as pas- 
tor, serving until his resignation in November 
1947. On January 1, 1948, Pastor Edwin A. 
Katterhenry, Ph.D. was installed as Pastor. 

Of special interest and significance in the 
history of the Congregation is the 42 year 
pastorate of the late Edward Fuhrmann, Не 
left an abiding influence upon the congre- 
gaton, At his death there took place one of 
the greatest demonstrations of love and devo- 
tion ever to be enacted in the city of Newark. 
Pastor Edward Fuhrmann through his long 
years of service in turn inspired others to serve 
likewise. It is of course dangerous to mention 
names, for others, as deserving as those one 
might mention are sure to be omitted. 

During 1948 various office equipment was 
installed, comprehensive record systems were 
introduced, modern filing and financial s 
tems inaugurated. Regular Sunday bulletins 
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were introduced and the St. Stephan's News, 
а seasonal, entirely local publication, was intro- 
duced, carrying no “ads” and no "syndicate 
material". Ar the annual meeting on Janu- 
ary 10, 1949, Mrs. Minnie Gauch was engaged 
as Church Clerk and Parish worker, maintain- 
ing regular office hours ac Church and being 
in charge of the Duplex envelope system (350 
sets in use) together with “Annuals” and spe- 
cial contributions, in charge of records, of 
church printing and mailing, the routine office 
business, ete. 


At this meeting also, the present constitu- 
tion was adopted, in line with the constitu- 
tion of the Evangelical and Reformed Church, 
with which body St. Stephan's became affili- 
ated in 1933. The Board of Elders and Trust- 
ces was enlarged from 4 Elders and 7 Deacons, 
to 4 Elders and 11 Deacons. Names and pic- 
tere of the present Board appears elsewhere, 
Elder Fred E. Miller was elected Superintend- 
ent Emeritus after having served in the Sun- 
day School in various capacities for 51 years 
He was signally honored on Commitment Sun- 
day, January 16, 1949, by a recognition of his 
long and faithful years of service to the 
Church School and the Church. He has 
“proved his faith by his works"—and by his 
long years of faithfulness. His successors in 
office are John Rux, Superintendent and 
Franklin Reichert, Vice Superintendent.

HISTORY OF FRAUEN-VEREIN 


In April of 1874 after the Church and Sun- 
day School organized, che good wives and 
mothers decided to organize a Frauen Verein. 
42 women attended the first mecting. Officers 
elected at that time were: President, Mrs. 
Philip Kaufmann; Vice President, Mrs 
Helena Allgeier; Secretary, Mrs. А. Brunner, 
Treasurer, Mrs. J. D. Reichert. 

The membership continued to increase, and 
ас one time had 200 members enrolled. ‘The 
members pledged themselves to aid the Church 
in every way possible, and up to the present 
time have been some of the main supports of 
the Congregation. The Frauen-Verein cele- 
brated its 75th Anniversary in April of this 
year. The first Communion Ser was donated 
by the Frauen-Verein. 

One of the outstanding services rendered to 
the Community by the Frauen Verein and our 
former Pastor, Rev. Edward Fuhrmann, Sr 
was the serving of bread and soup to 45,000 
people during the great depression of 1915

HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH CHOIR 


On December 2, 1936, a few young ladies 
under the leadership of Rev. Edward W. Fuhr- 
man, started out on a musical pilgrimage 
which proved to be the beginning of the Eng- 
lish Choir. 


Of course, as in every organization, the be- 
ginning was not an easy task, In fact, it was 
necessary for these young ladies to borrow the 
funds from the English Christian Endeavor to 
buy gowns. 


December 20, 1936 was set aside as the Sun- 
day for the first appearance of this choir. 


Rev. Edward W. Fuhrmann was not only 
instrumental in getting the choir off to a real 
start by acting as choirmaster, but in addition 
to this, he also supplied the piano accompani- 
ment for rehearsals and church services. 


From this point on, the English Church 
Services were musically beautified by the pre- 
sence of this newly formed choir which ren- 
dered their hymns and anthems from the front 
of the Church. After several years it came 
time for expansion. It was decided that the 
addition of male voices to the choir was necess- 
ary in order to supply the proper tonal balance, 
volume, variety, etc. At a business meeting 
on April 5, 1938 it was voted to form a mixed 
choir. During the next few years the choir 
grew in number as well as experience, and now 
plays an important part in the Sunday Serv- 
ices, 


However, with the coming of the war, the 
male membership gradually decreased until 
finally the choir went back to its original form 
as an All-girl Choir. 


"This set-back of losing the male voices was 
partially overcome in view of the fact that 
the choir was being accompanied by the organ 
instead of piano, and was under the leadership 
of Mrs. Marie Fuhrmann, organist, ‘The Choir 
now sang from the Choir loft. 


Naturally the activities of the Choir were 
limited during the war period, but with the 
return of the young men, the Choir again con- 
tinued as a mixed choir with great hopes of 
expanding in the near future. 


This expansion is now being accomplished 
with great success under the leadership of Miss 
Eileen Moran as directress and Mrs. Marie 
Fuhrmann as organist. This was demonstrated 
by the splendid programs rendered during the 
Christmas Season of 1948. The Christmas pro- 
grams included а musical service on December 
20th and participation in the Midnight Candle 
Light Service on Christmas Eve. At both these 
services the choir was joined by the Junior 
Choi 


The Choir also turned to secular music this 
past year by participating in two Fun and 
Family Nites sponsored by the Christian En- 
deavor. 


In conjunction with the 75th Anniversary 
program of remodeling and renovating the 
church, the choir has once again moved to the 
front of the Church. 


At present the choir consists of twenty 
voices and we hope in the future that it will 
grow and continue to beautify the Church 
Services through music.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


The Sunday School was organized March 
22, 1874 with 107 children and 15 teachers. 
Organization took place in the carpenter shop 
of J. D. Reichert on Van Buren St. On the 
day of organization it was immediately voted 
to purchase a “Melodian” (parlor organ), 100 
Sunday School Hymnals “Deutsche A-B-C 
Fibeln "and an order was placed for 125 copies 
of the "Christliche Kinderzcitung" (Christian 
Children's Paper), Sessions continued to be 
held chere until November 8, 1874 on which 
day a triumphal march was staged to the 
school's present home, The first floor was by 
then sufficiently completed to permit use for 
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Sunday School purposes. Christmas 1874 was 
the first time that the Sunday School used the 
Church auditorium and іс was therefore an 
occasion for double rejoicing. The school grew 
so that at the Summer Festival in 1898, 720 
children marched under St. Stephan’s banners 
of which (says the record) 600 pupils and 32 
teachers were regular attendants. All sessions 
were held in German and much emphasis was 
placed on learning the German language. The 
school is today of course entirely English and 
has as its purpose to build and train the 
Church of tomorrow. Pictures of pupils and 
teachers appear elsewhere.

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The Service of Ke-Dedication 


This item is the very last to be entered into 
this Anniversary Book, and reports Anniver- 
sary Year progress and plans to date. 


On Sunday June 26 at 10 A.M. an impres- 
ive Service of Re-dedication celebrated the 
completion of the redecoration and renovation 
of the interior of our Church. Our Sanctuary 
is truly worshipful and artistically beautiful. 
‘The symbols of the Christian Faith which greet 
the eye as you enter the Sanctuary say “This is 
none other than the House of God!” 


In the dome above the Altar are the sym- 
bols of the Holy Trinity, Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit. ‘The HAND signifies the open 
hand of God which is open to bless, to give, 
то help, to lift. The LAMB symbolizes Christ 
Triumphant, “che Lamb of God that taketh 
away the sin of the world”, the Good Shep- 
herd. The DOVE represents the Spirit of God, 
that Spirit which was in Christ Jesus and 
should be in us, Intertwining these symbols is 
the pattern of the Vine of life, symbolizing 
Christ's words: “I am the vine, ye are the 
branches. As the branch cannot bear fruit ex- 
cept it abide in the vine, no more can ye ex- 
cept ye abide in Me.” St. John 15. The two 
Greek letters “Alpha” and "Omega", — cor- 
responding to “A” and “Z” in our alphabet, 
symbolize Rev. 1:8 “1 am Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and che ending, which is, which 
was and which is to come, the Almighty." En- 
circling the entire sanctuary is the Vine of 
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Fellowship, the eternal tie of which we sing 
“Blest be the tie that binds, Our hearts in 
Christian love.” That vine, permeated by 
Christ and the Acts of the Apostles, nurtured 
by the blood of Christ and the Martyrs, com- 
ing down to us through the ages, thus syrhbol- 
ically encircles us as a congregation, linking us 
to one another and to the Christian Fellowship 
of all ages. The walls are painted a greenish 
gray, darker near the floor and becoming 
lighter toward the ceiling. Flanking the Altar 
are the paintings of the stoning of Stephen, 
the first Christian Martyr, and that of the As- 
cension of our Lord. The statue of the Christ 
continues to stand above the Altar. The Sun- 
day School rooms are also painted a greenish 
gray. 


“The Church Bell has been electrified and was 
rung electrically for the first time at this Serv- 
ice. The bell rings automatically daily at 6 
АМ. 12 noon and 8 P.M. 


Arrangements are under way for removing 
the many coats of paint from the exterior 
walls of the Church (the first coat of which 
was applied in 1903!) by a steam-acid process, 
thus restoring the Church to its original ap- 
pearance. The woodwork is to be painted a 
stone gray. Built-in cabinets are being installed 
the full width of the Church along the West 
wall of the last Sunday School room. And our 
$20,000, will be gone when this work is paid 
for!
